Group I, claim(s) 1-9 and 15-20, are drawn to a method for diagnosis of an MHC class II 
haptotype-specific immune response to an H-RSV antigen in a subject. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, is drawn to a method to evaluate the correlation of protection 
against H-RSV infection with vaccination in a subject. 

Group III, claim(s) 11-12, are drawn to a method for Immunizing a subject against an H- 
RSV antigen in an MHC class II haptotype-specific manner. 

Group IV, claim(s) 13-14, are drawn to a method for preventing or treating H-RSV 
infection in a subject. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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The claims are drawn to different methods or inventions, specifically different 
methods for a similar product. Since the claims present a multiple materially different 
methods of use, unity of invention is lacking. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature for the following reasons: 

Group I is directed to a method for diagnosis of an MHC class II haptotype- 
specific immune response to an H-RSV antigen in a subject. However, because the 
method is not novel, see Levely et al., (Immunodominant T-Cell Epitope on the F 
Protein of Respiratory Syncytial Virus Recognized by Human Lymphocytes. Journal of 
Virology, July 1991. Vol. 65, No. 7. pages 3789-3796), no special technical feature 
exists of Group I as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not define a contribution 
over the prior art. The technical feature of Groups ll-IV are drawn to methods having 
different goals, method steps and starting materials, which do not require each other for 
their practice and do not share the same or a corresponding technical feature. Note 
that PCT Rule 13 does not provide for multiple products or methods within a single 
application. Because the technical feature of Group I is not special technical feature, 
and because the technical feature of the Groups ll-IV inventions are not present in the 
Group I claims, unity of invention is lacking.
